GREAT SPEECH .DELIVERED AT 


GRANGER'S PICNIC.

Many Adams County People in th« 


Crowd Welcoming and Greeting 


Woodrow Wilson. 


Governor Woodrow -Wilson's first 


trip outside of New Jersey was to the 
farmers of Pennsylvania and neighbor- 
ing -States. He was .the center of at- 
traction at the Grangers' Picnic last 
Thursday. A crowd estimated at 30,- 
000 greeted him. In the crovd were 
hundreds of Adams county people who 
helped to 
i welcome him. When 
he 


spoke the auditorium was packed.- Gov- 
ernor Wilson was introduced by Rep- 
resentative A. Mitchell Palmer and he 
made one of those great -anS wonder- 
ful speeches, the thought sparkling 
clear and told in a way to be impres- 
sively understood. 
Every "farmer in 


the land indeed every citizen can read 
with profit this speech. 


Governor Wilson said in -part: 
It is strange we should -have put off 


so long looking into -our government 
to see whether it is in -fact run accord- 
ing to the rules we originally laid 
down for it, but,is is certain that we 
are now looking into "it very sharply 
indeed and without The 'least danger 
that we shall be deceived agaifi as to 
its character. Onr jflea -of it has beeu 
from the first that It was a genuine 
partnership and -that all of us were 
partners and that there.'was no rank- 
ing of junior ana* 'senior partners.'that 
nobody had -any -preference over any- 
body else in the -arrangement but that 
all were upon one footing and were to 
share alike.

That is not 
in fact the iray fhe government has 
been adminisrerea in -our time, but 
something very different. It has been 
in the hands -of. self-constituted trus- 
tees and the partners have seldom 
been allowed -a real governing voice in 
its administration.

New Jersey has made a 


similar provision. These States have 
extended transportation to every liv- 
ing veteran in the State whether a 
participant in the battle or not. Penn- 
sylvania can not do less than her sis- 
ter States. Provision will have to be 
made for the transportation of 50,000 
veterans it they desire to come, for 
there is more than that number living 
in Pennsylvania. This provision must 
be made by the next legislature. 


G. A. R. Posts and veterans should 


see to it that their representatives in 
the legislature vote for necessary pro- 
vision early in the session beginning 
in January next. It is up to the Com- 
mission to make a canvas of veterans 
by posts or otherwise before the legis 
lature meets so as to be able to report 
the number desiring 
transportation. 


Pennsylvania should do as much for 
her veterans as other States, transpor- 
tation for every one, whether partici- 
pating in this battle or not.

Grisly Souvenirs Sold. 


An Italian traveler reports from th» 


Interior of Brazil the discovery of an 
ethnological collection of much valu«. 


The chief object of interest 1« am 


embalmed head of the tribe of th« 
Ifwndwrwowa—a trophy of war. 


It is to this day a custom of the In» 


dians of the upper basin of the Ama- 
«on to take the heads of enemies fof 
the purpose of embalming, adorning, 
and preserving them. 


The head in question is very ornate, 


being ornamented with Ions streamer* 
of bright feathers attached to the hair, 
while the eye sockets are filled, in de- 
fault of glass, with the teeth of ft- 
large semi-aquatic rodent native 
to 


the region. 


From the mouth depend a number 


of heavy cords. These, however, ar« 
not meant for beautlfiers. 
They ar« 


merely intended to keep the lips quite 
rigid and motionless, with the canny 
object of defeating any desire of th* 
late departed spirit to utter curse* 
and revilings in the abode of his con- 
queror. 


It has long been known that the 


South American Indians possess secret 
and jealously guarded processes 
of 


embalming. Among certain tribes ot 
Ecuador human heads are so- mummi- 
fied that they are reduced to the size- 
of a man's fist, without t&e features or 
the expression being noticeably al- 
tered.

Wbere-to Send Diseased Plants. 


In order to aid growers to obtain 


promptly and accurately the Informa- 
tion they need concerning plant dis- 
eases. State Zoologist IL A. Surface 
lias issued from his office at Harris- 


rg a circular as follows: 
'One oi the greatest burdens of this 


office is the work of replying to in- 
quiries about plant, diseases, which in 
7Jiost cases have nothing, to do with 
entomology or zoology. 
Many growers 


<-onfuse the idea of disease injury and 
insect injury, and think that because a 
person is an entomologist, he should 
also be able to give information con- 
cerning the other form of plant ene- 
mies known as plant diseases. It is 
true that plants do have diseases of 
several kinds, and in m'ost cases these 
are contagious from one plant to an- 
other of the same kind, and are as 
oasily recognized or ascertained by 
proper diagnosis as are the diseases 
of human beings or live stock. How- 
ever, this requires the services of an 
expert, 
in 
plant 
diseases, 
properly 


known as a plant pathologist. This is 
liy no mean* the same as an entomolo- 
gist, as the former chiefly studies mi- 
vrotcopic. parasitic plants, while the 
Jailor studies insects.
